Government circles in Vienna re- 
gard the movements of the Montene- 
grin troops from Scutari as equiva- 
lent to the evacuation of the fort- 
ress, which had been demanded by 
the European powers. 


LONDON, April 28.—The representative 
of the Montenegrin Government in Lon- 
don received instructions today from 
Cettinje, ordering him to protest formal- 
ly against the demand by the European 
Powers for the immediate evacuation of 
Scuteri by the Montenegrins, which is 
described by the Government of King 
Nicholas as “unjust and cruel.”’ 

The demand of the European Powers 
is couched in the following terms: 
a “We have the honor to declare col- 
lectively to the royal Government of 
Montenegro that the taking of the 
fortress of Scutari does not in any way 
modify the decision of the European

CHICAGO, April 28.—Dr. Jacob W. Bo- 
lotin, blind, whose achievements rival 
those of Helen Keller, has been ap- 


pointed attending physician of the tu- 
berculosis hospital at Dunning. Dr. Bo- 
lotin is 25 years of age and is the only 
blind man who has taken a full four- 
year course in medicine and passed the 
present Illinois examination for medi- 
cine and surgery. He also is licensed to 
practice osteopathy, massage and medi- 
cal gymnastics.

Dr. Bolotin was graduated from the 
Tllinois State Hospital for the Blind at 
Jacksonville when he was 14 years old 
and for several years traveled all ove!

“Yes, I have just received word of my 
appointment,” said the physician, after 
he had pushed forward a chair and 
closed the door. “‘This is my first real 
success and I am happy. And I want 
to say this of President McCormick of 
the County Board—he has done in one 
minute something that will benefit blind 
people of all time. He has .opened an- 
other pathway by which the blind may 
convince the public that they are just as 


~““ capable as those who see.”

Then the physician, who is rapidly re- 
celving recognition as an expert in heart 
and lung disease, told how he is better 
off in some ways than the average man. 

“Why, he said, ‘‘on cold winter nights 
I take a Bfaille system book (this has 
the touch system of reading) to bed with 
me and read all night long’ under the 
covers and without burning the mid- 
night oil. If I care about the time I 
need but reach over to my table and 
touch the face of the clock.”’ 

Dr: Bolotin was graduated from the 
Chicago College of Medicine and Sur- 
gery at the head of his class, paying his 
way by selling typewriters ‘‘on the 
road’’ during vacations. Of the 600 stud- 
ents he could name 600 after shaking 
hands with them. He passed his state 
examination, by dictating to three ste- 
nographers. He gives instruction on dis- 
eases of the heart and lungs before 
students of the Jenner Medical College 
and sophomores of Herring Medical Col- 
lege.

Head of the Association in 
Magazine Article Tells of 
Notable Achievements of 
A. P. Men and How News 
Is Collected and Distrib- 
uted. 


“The Associated Press” is the title 
of an article, which appears in the 
May issue of the North American 
Review. It is written by Frank B. 
Noyes, president of the Associated 
Press. Extracts from it follow: 


BY FRANK B. NOYES. 


ROBABLY no institution is more 
Ho widely known by name than The 
Associated Press and, on the other 

hand, more vaguely understood by the 


public generally as to its organization 
and its functions. 


The Associated Press is an association 
of something over 80 newspapers, oper- 
ating under a charter of the State of 
New York as a mutual and co-operative 
organization for the interchange an 
collection of news. Under the terms of 
its charter “the corporation is not to 
make a profit nor to make or declare 
dividends and is not to engage -in the 
business of selling intelligence nor traf- 
fic in the same.”’ 


In other words, The Associated Press 
is simply a common agent of its mem- 
bers by Which they arrange an inter- 
change of the news that each collects, 
and is bound by its membership obliga- 
tion to contribute for the common use of 
its fellow-members and: also as_ the 
agency through which reports of foreign 
and certain classes of domestic happen- 
ings are collected and distributed to the 
newspapers served: by the organization. 
The fact that in the present year we 
celebrate the twentieth anniversary of 
the first nation-wide co-operative and 
non-profit-making news-gathering - or- 
ganization in the world seems to make 
the publication of something respecting 
it timely. : 


The Associated Press is in no wise the 
master of the newspapers constituting 
its membership; it is distinctly their 
servant. 


Its board of. directors is composed of 
active newspaper men chosen at annual 
meetings by the membership and, in 
an experience running through 20 years 
of intimate connection with the present 
organization and also that of the older 
Illinois corporation, I have never known 
an instance in all the changing person- 
nel af.boards of. directors -when there 
was any departure from the most rigid 
observance of the highest obligations of 
trusteeship and disregard of private and 
selfish interests. The president, vice- 
presidents and members of the board of 
directors serve without salaries. 

~ ~ . * = . + 

TS members are scattered from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, from Can- 

ada to the gulf, and represent every 
possible shade of political belief, reli- 
gious faith and econoinic sympathy. It 
is obvious that The Associated Press 
can have no partisan nor factional bias, 
no religious affiliation, no capitalistic 
nor pro-labor trend. 
Its function is simply to furnish its 
members with a truthful, clean, compre- 
hensive, non-partisan—and this in its 
broadest sense—report of the news of 
the world as expeditiously as is com- 
patible with accuracy and as economi- 
cally as possible. 

To do this the newspapers composing 
its membership contribute first, the news 
of their localities and second, weekly 
assessments of mohey aggregating about 
$3,000,000 per annum, with which an ex- 
tensive system of leased wires is main- 
tained (22,000 miles of wire in the day- 
time and 28,000 miles of wire at night), 
bureaus in the principal American citles 
supplementing and collating the news 
of local newspapers and bureaus for the 
original collection of news throughout 
the world. 

It is probable that in the foreign ne‘-s 
field the extraordinary. genius of Mel- 
ville E. Stone, the general manager of 
the Associated Press, has been most 
strikingly exhibited. Just’ prior to the 
Russo-Japanese War Mr.-Stone secured 
from the Czar of Russia the abolition 
of the censorship, and newspaper men 
still remember the remarkable frank- 
ness with which the Russian Goverr- 
ment gave out the news of Russia’s re- 
verses in that conflict. 


RDERS expediting the messages of 
O the Associated Press were is- 

sued at his instance by the Ger- 
man, French, Italian and Russian Gov- 
ernments, and as a result it has come 
to be common for European capitals to 
get the first news of continental events 
through Associated Press reports cabled 
back from New York. 

The disadvantage of lack of news 
touch is strikingly apparent in the re- 
lations of the United States with the 
Central and South American nations. 
These countries secure their news of the 
Uniiod States by way of Europe, and 
consists mainiy of murders, lynchings 
and embezzlements. The antipathy to 
the United States by the people of these 
countries is undoubtedly largely due to 
the false perspective given by their 
newspapers. If in truth we were the 
kind of people they are led to believe 
we are, they would be fully justified 
in their attitude, 

It has been the aim of those intrust- 
ed with the management of the Associ- 
ated Press to secure ag its representa- 
tives both at home and abroad men of 
high character and attainments, and it 
may, I think, be fairly assumed that 
the reputation for accuracy and fairness 
that its service enjoys ts largely to be 
attributed to an unusual measure of 
success in this endeavor. 

While the Associated Press is gen- 
erally held in good esteem, I would not

With all this, however, goes a fun- 
damental misunderstanding of the 
functions of The Associated Press. The 
individual correspondent or reporter for 
a given newspaper or a small group of 
newspapers having a common bias may 
be permitted to indulge in partisanship 
or in propaganda. 


This is absolutely not to be permifted 
in The Associated Press. No bias of 
any sort can be allowed. Our function 
is to supply our members with news, 
not views; with news as it happens— 
not aS We may want it to happen. In- 
tensely as its management may sym- 
pathize with any movement, no propa- 
ganda in its behalf can be tolerated. 


Very jealously indeea does the mem- 
bership guard against their agency 
going outside its allotted duties and 
9 | argus-eyea is the censorship of every 
handler of our “copy.” 

t is not, naturally, 
that no mistakes are made. They are 
made and will be made. But in the 
very nature of the business, with the 
heart so worn upon the sleeve, detec- 
tion very swiftly follows, and the mis- 
takes are few and far between. 

The desire to enlist The Associated 
Press in propaganda or advocacy 1s 
usually to be found at the bottom of 
criticisms of its service, Added to 
this often is misinformation as to the 
real facts and sometimes though hap- 
pily rarely, actual malice.

At present about one-third of the 
daily newspapers of the country are TePp- 
resented by membership in The Asso 
ciated Press. 

There are a number of concerns en- 
gaged in the collection and sale of gen- 
eral news to non-members of The ASss0- 
ciated Press, and in one way or another 
they supply their customers with whal 
are declared to be satisfactory services. 

In no wise desiring to become anything 
approaching a monopoly, The Associated 
Press has avoided even the appearance 
of any competitive price rivalry, admit- 
ting additional members solely on the 
ground of a common benefit to the mem.

, HE news service of the Associated 
T Press does not consist of its 

leased wires or its offices. Its 
soul is in the personal service of human 
men,,of men with eyes to see, with ears 
to hear, with hands to write, and with 
brains to understand, of men who are 
proud when they succeed, humiliated 
when they fail and resentful when ma- 
ligned. The telegraph wires are but 
the blind instruments of this service, 
though the wire has broughf the utter- 
most parts of the world marvelously 
close. These human entities are rang- 
ing the world to send word of its do- 
ings, of its rejoicings, and its sorrow- 
ings to satisfy the thirst of the people 
for intelligence of the march of events. 

The news service of the Associated 
Press of the horror of Martinique was 
not the event itself. It was the per- 
sonal service of a man who at the first 
hint of the disaster that had wiped out 
a population took his orders, chartered 
a boat, and went to Martinique, where 
no correspondent still lived, and sent a 
story, his story of the great tragedy, 
wrecking his health by the effort re- 
quired.

Stockinged and Bare-Skin Fem- 
inine Legs Prevail in Offen- 
sively ‘‘Risque’”’ Piece. 


OBJECTIONABLY FRANK 
Gertrude Hoffmann Heads a 
Vastly Hard-Working Com- 
pany That Accomplishes 
Little. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
ERTRUDD HOFFMANN in her 
G new ‘‘musical causerie” entitled 
“Broadway to Paris’ began 4 
week’s engagement at the Shubert on 
Sunday evening and proved that a musi- 
Cal causerie is merely a big and offen- 
Sively suggestive burlesque show under 
another name. 

With Miss Hoffmann’s own version 
of a Vampire dance sounding the key- 
note, the piece is fairly smothered in 
an atmosphere of alleged “gay Paree’”’ 
With the lid off, and the stage is kept 
Crowded with the more or less kaleid- 
oscopic gyrations of feminine legs do- 
ing a continuous Marathon of fever- 
ish terpsichorean acrobatics. 

There is a momentary realization of 
beauty in the “Garden of Girls” spec- 
tacle at the opening of the second act, 
when Miss Hoffmann and Stafford Pem- 
berton, assisted by the “Royal Ballet” 
as nymphs, appear in a dance some- 
what remindful of her artistic presen- 
tation of Mendelssohn’s “Spring Song”’ 
Several seasons ago. 

But this realization of beauty {s only 
momentary, the “‘garden of girls’ idea 
eventually dominating along the lines of 
merely sensual appeal, and the spectacle, 
when completed, takes its place with 
other features of the night as helping to 
complete a burlesque offering of bold 
rowdyism. 

At one instant the “tang” of burlesque 
novelty is achieved by the chorus girls 
coming out to dance, with each girl 
showing one stockinged and one bare 
leg. At another instant, when the cur- 
tain rises after having fallen for a 
breath of time on another big dancing 
number, six of the girl dancers hang to 
it for dear life and are drawn up into 
the air with their legs waving wildly 
in provocation of applause from the 
helpless audience. 

During the intervals necessary for 
the army of girls to get a resting 
spell, Barney Bernard, in the role of 
“Mr. Cohen, Seeing Paris,”’ presents a 
series of sketches, assisted by Louise 
Dresser, the novelty of which is the 
successful working of a certain phase 
of the “badger game,’’ familiar to the 
police, only now the husband, or al- 
leged husband in the case, is an im- 
aginary figure invoked by the woman, 
who herself frightens ‘‘Mr. Cohen” 
into parting with his money under 
blackmail pressure. The sketch and its 
two characters are made almost incred- 
ibly offensive by the frankness of the 
situations and the spoken lines accom- 
panying the action. 

The entire cast of “Broadway to 
Paris’’ works hard from the rise of 
the first to the fall of the last cur- 
tain, but without accomplishing any- 
thing worth while in the nature of 
bright entertainment. It’s an uncom- 
monly big cast, too, but the tfouble 
seems to be that individual cleverness 
was overlooked in striving for numer- 
ical etrength aloné, and numerical 
strength alone doesn’t make a good 
show. You never saw so many per- 
formers in one piece work so hard to 
so little purpose. 

And at the close of their performance 
'you’re as tired as they are.

DEATH OF IOWA 
GIRL IN COLORADO 
HOTEL A MYSTERY 


Coroner Orders Rigid Inquiry in 
Case of Niece of Ex-Minister 
E, H. Conger. 


REGISTERED AS MARRIED 


Miss Lena Conger Told Maids 
She Was Widow of a Physician 
Who Died Recently. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., Aprii 28. 
—District Attorney Purcell and the Cor- 
oner have decided to make a most rig- 


Orous investigation into the sudden 


death here at the fashionable 
Hotel of Miss Lena Conger of Ada, Io., 
the young and pretty niece of the late 
Edwin H. Conger, United 
States Minister to China the 
Boxer trouble. 


The authorities hold the case in closest 
secrecy. The circumstances are not 
known that have so aroused the sus- 
picien of the District Attorney as to 
Cause him to declare the matter would 
be place@ before the grand jury unless 
thorough explanations are forthcoming 
from certain quarters. 

It is said that the Coroner heard of 
the case only by accident. He ordered 
an autopsy and when County Physician 
J. H. Brown, at 11 o’clock last night, 
had not been able to determine the 
cause of the pretty 22-year-old girl’s 
death, a deeper investigation was 
ordered. Dr. Otto E. Zillman, who at- 
tended the girl in her last hours, report- 
ed that death was due to a disturbed 
condition of the lungs, which resulted in 
violent hemorrhages. 

Doctor Indignant at Questions. 

Dr. Zillman snowed great indignafion 
when he was questioned by the Coroner. 

Miss Conger, a charming brunette, ar- 
rived at the Alamo Hotel three days 
ago. She registered as Mrs. C. B. Hutch- 
ins of Lamar, Colo., though dispatches 
from that city declare that her sister's 
name is Mrs. Charles Hutchins and that 
Miss Conger was not known to have 
been married. Her sister said that, ac- 
cording to her information, Miss Conger 
had died of heart disease and added 
that the young woman long had suf- 
fered from that complaint. 

She arrived at the Alamo carrying 
only a small traveling bag and a cam- 
era, and, it would appear, not much 
money, for Saturday she had asked 
the hotel for an advance of $20 pend- 
ing the arrival of funds from her fam- 
fly. This request was not then acceded 
to, so that when the young woman 
died she had only $3 in her purse. 

Told She Was a Widow. 

To ‘some of the chambermaids and 
one or two women guests of the hotel 
Miss Conger is said to have declared 
that she had married a physician 
named C. B. Hutchins, and that he died 
three weeks ago. She apologized for 
not wearing mourning, saying that it 
was her husband’s dying wish. 

The hotel clerks assert that Satur- 
day she gave every appearance of 
being in good health, but at 6 o’clock 
Saturday night she suddenly sent a 
summons for Dr. Zillman, telephoning 
personally from her room. He found 
her lying on the bed, attired only in 
a loose wrapper. He said that he im- 
mediately recognized that her condi- 
tion was serious and sent for Dr. W. 
T. Guillion for purposes of consulta- 
tion. Before the other physician ar- 
rived Miss Conger died, he said. Then 
the officials declare an undertaker was 
summoned and no proper notification 
was given to the authorities of the pe-

MISSING MERCHANT’S 
BODY FOUND BY BOYS 


Frederick W. Rosenfelder Had 
Ended Life With a Razor 
in Forest Park. 

The body of Frederick W. Rosenfelder, 
32 years old, a merchant at 2622 South 
Broadway, who disappeared from his 
home last Wednesday, was found by two 
boys Sunday afternoon under a clump 
of bushes in Forcst Park near the site 
of the Boer War concession during the 
World’s Fair. He had ended his life by 
severing the artertes in his wrists with 
@ razor, which was found near the body. 

Mrs. Rosenfelder asked the police Fri- 
day to look for her husband, saying he 
had left his store after telling her he 


was going downtown, and did not re-|! 


turn. She said Rosenfelder had been de- 
spondent becauss of business troubles, 
the details of which she did not know.

BUDAPEST, April 28.—The public- 
ly announced determination of Count- 
ess Ladislaus Szechenyi (Gladys Van 
derbilt) and her husband to take up 
her permanent abode in London has 
raised a storm of disapproval among 
her husband's relatives here and in 
Vienna. 

Count Ladislaus is now in London 
with his wife, but his return to Hun- 
gary has been the subject of more 
than one family council. The Szech- 
enyi family, which has the traditional 
Hungarian wrath, desires that the 
Count persuade his wife to continue 
to live in the land of his birth. But 
if the Countess persists in refusing to

 tamity will command his. permanent 
return. 

The family members are wrought 
up over gossip circulated in London 
and Paris by the Countess’ American 
friends that her husband is com- 
pelled to reside outside of Hungary 
on account of heavy losses in specula- 
tion. The Szechenyi family is enor- 
mously rich, and even if Count Lad- 
islaus has had financial reverses— 
which his relatives deny—they would 
not seriously embarrass him. 

It is thought likely that the Count- 
ess will return to Hungary for a 
short period in June, when her cous- 
in, the Duchess of Marlborough, and 
the latter’s mother, Mrs. Belmont, will 
be in Budapest for the international 
suffrage convention. The difference 
between the Countess and her hus- 
band’s family will probably then be 
brought forward for settlement. 


Long and Proug Szechenyi Line. 

Szechenyi belongs to one of the few 
families of the ancient aristocracy which 
has remained purely.and passionately 
patriotic. While other young noblemen 
have been fascinated by the charms of 
the Viennese court and other young 
noble women have preferred Austrian 
husbands, the men and women of the 
Szechenyi house have lived in their own 
country and they have only, with rare 
exceptions, intermarried elsewhere. They 
do not go to_the Viennese court except 


for official duties, as in the case of 


Count Ladisiaus’ father, who was a dis- 
tinguished statesman and Ambassador, 
and the Count’s eldest brother, who was 
for some years Austro-Hungarian Am- 
bassador to Denmark and Norway. 

Every bearer of the name, with the 
exception of the former Gladys Vander- 
bilt, speaks the national language, 
whether a member of the house by mar- 
riage or birth. 

The Vanderbilt marriage was looked 
upon with great favor by Count Ladis- 
laus’ relatives. They supposed that the 
bride would have a domestic establish- 
ment in Budapest which would a@d an 
attraction to the aristocracy to counter- 
balance the gayeties of Vienna. They 
supposed it would also be possible to 
get her to d .uwcate her time and money 
to the benevolent plans of charity and 
philanthropy which have absorbed the 
Szechenyi family for two centuries. 

Countess Ladisiaus has literally lav- 
ished her money on charity, but she 
has taken no special interest in the 
charittes themselves. “She has given her 
money, but not her ‘time, and. cer- 
tainly not her heart to our poor peo- 
ple,’ is what the Hungarians say.

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ENFORCING ANTILOBBY LAWS. 

In carrying out his announced intention to 
bring the police lobby scandal to the attention 
cf the grand jury, Prosecuting Attorney James 
Hi. Lay of Cole County will do a public service. 

Two laws passed for the purpose of ridding 
Missouri of the evil of legislative lobbying have 
been ignored by the lobbyists for the police bills. 

Not one of the men engaged in lobbying for 
the bills registered in the office of the secretary 
of State, as required by law. 

‘No itemized accounts of the expenditures of 
the police lobbyists have been filed in the office 
of the Secretary of State with sworn affirma- 
tions of their correctness, as required by law. 

One man received $1750 for alleged services as 
an attorney, but no itemized statement of his 
services have been made public. 

Lobbyists from the police force who spent from 

$20 to $38 a day have given no itemized accounts 
of their expenditures. Salary allowances were 
given to police officers while engaged in lobby- 
ing at Jefferson City. 
“The scandal is the worse, because the law has 
been violated by men who are employed to en- 
force laws. The offenses of the police lobbyists 
have been condoned by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 

The antilobby law of the State will become a 
farce and the lobby evil from which Missouri 
suffered heavily will return in force unless the 
law is enforced.

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MEMORIALIZING JEFFERSON. 

The principal address of the Jefferson Memo- 
rial dedication, Wednesday, will ‘be delivered 
by William M. Thornton of the University of 
Virginia, who has made a life study f the life 
and works of Jefferson. Let us hope that thou- 
sands will give ear and mind to discourse of 
a kind too seldom heard. 

How few there are even among the more high- 
ly educated Americans who are intimately fa- 
miliar with the example and the teachings of 
the man who more than all others has influ- 
enced the political life ef our country and illu- 
mined the democracy of the world. To the 
masses Jefferson is but & name associated with 
one or two political mottoes which to the ear 
seem trite and whose great meanings no longer 
startle the mind. 

No citizen so well deserves strong perpetua- 
tion in the memory and the affections of the 
American people, and there is none whose life 
and works so well repay study by the citizens 
of a republic. In Jefferson it may be said our 
free institutions found their birth and early vig- 
or, and his principles we must ever intimately 
know, to them we must cling, if we shall continue 
in the way of a great democracy. His truths 
are as true, as vital dnd as immediately appli- 
cable today as they were when uttered. Yet we 
hear little of Jefferson except through the bla- 
fancy of the stump or the half-baked oration. His 
published writings have little circulation, but lie 
dust-coverea in the Congressional Library or the 
public libraries of cities. There is scant mention 
of him in the schools; he has never been the 
school children’s idol compared to Washington 
and to several lesser Presidents. He has never 
been a subject of popular biographies, and little 
of interest or value concerning him is found ip 
the infrequent mention of the press. 

In memorializing Jefferson we should say the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition has done by far 
{ts greatert, most significant, valuable and most 
enduring work.

Why should those capitalists, the ship owners 
or anybody engaged in shipping, coastwise, OF 
other, expect the taxpayers of the United States. 
and particularly those in the Centra] or Western 
States, to build and maintain the Panama Cana! 
for their profit without any charge for tolls? , 

Why should not those who-use the canal in the 
transportation of business be willing to pay for 
the privilege? They are not compelled to use it: 
they may go round the Horn if they wish. The 
consumer will have to pay the bill, in the end 
anyhow; and, in all likelihood, just as highly in 
either case; but he is the man that should pay it 
—that is, the man to whom the cargo goes, and 
not the man living in Missouri, or Minnesota, or 
elsewhere, remote from any benefit accruing 
whatsoever. 

Iam not a railroad man, nor am I interested to 
the extent of one penny, directly or indirectly, in 
any railroad; but I am against them in an argu- 
ment, just on general principles. I would be de- 
cent, however, and not guilty of any flagrant in- 
justice, even to my enemy, and therefore am 
compelled to say that should we furnish free 
right-of-way to steamship lines through the 
canal, we are in duty bound to do the same for the 
roilroags that compete with them on dry land, at 
an expense of 100 times as great. 

Nor, on the other hand, am I afflicted with 
either Anglophobia or Anglomania. I do not con- 
sider England's, nor any other country’s claims, 
when I say that as a simple business proposition, 
we should charge those who use the canal, and 
not those who do not use it, and are not benefited 
by it remotely. To let those who dance pay the 
fiddler is all I can make out of it. It would 
seem that those who favor no tolls for American 
vessels, or for those engaged in the coastwise 
trade, are actuated by mercenary motives. Can 
there be an Ethopian concealed in the woodpile?

Alcohol] for Burns. 

I N the Children’s Hospital, Melbourne 

Australia, severe burns are treated 
in a novel way by Dr. E. T. Miit#igan 
and his assistants. Moisture is peters ex- 
cluded and alcohol is rubbed in to insure 
perfect cleanliness. The patient Is anes- 
thetized, usually with chloroform, anc 
the burns are washed with sterile gauze 
wrung out of 70 per cent alcohol. The 
whole surface is rubbed vigorously till 
all dead skin and blisters are removed. 
Then a dressing of gauze soaked in alco- 
hol is applied. 

Thies process is repeated dally. When 
the dressing is removed it pulls dead 
tissue with it. Deep burns shrivel up 
and dry and the dead tissue !s cut off 
with a scalpel. After about eight days 
~longer in the case of deep burns—the 
place is coverei with boroglyceride 
gauze or rubber tissue, and it i¢ aston- 
ishing with what rapidity it heals. 

Patients who have received too great 
a shock to stand an anesthetic have 
their burns treated for two or three 
days with a watery saturated solution 
of picric acid on lint, which every day is 
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third day, says Milligan, the patient 
fe either obviously going to die or can 
stand an anesthetic. , 

Dr. Milligan has lost only one cnse in 
five months of constant use of this treat- 
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ment, and this case was complicated by 
internal injurtes.

Many persons thought 
Tinker was a shade the shrewder of 
the two, when with the Cubs, and 
among this number was Frank Chance, 
The new manager of the Yankees has 
always been a great admirer of his 
former shortstop and believes he is 
going to make a good manager as soon 
as he gets settled and acquainted with 
his players. From what I hear through 
the channels of baseball gossip, the 
sharps in the West consider the Cubs 
to be much stronger than they were 
rated before the season opened, 

The other fact which leads me to 
think that the fight in the National 
League may result in the old three- 
cornered debate between Pittsburg, 
Chicago and New York, is that the 
pitching staff of the Cubs.has shown 
strength to date. That was regarded 
as the weak part in the machine by 
most experts.
